The clove of the session without confirmation would 
reinstute the suspendei man, but the Presid not 
could womediately re-~suspend, and if he demred. 
could at once re-appouwit t.e@ mag rejected by the 
senate, Sois uot wportaut wha. position the 
Senate assumes in re ard to this class of 
appoiniments, | ecause tbe President will have his 
own way whatever tue Senate might ettemp: to do 
to deteat him. Of course, during the actual 
gession of tue Senate, the sifuation is different, and 
the Pres:deat coud wot suspead an cfiicial and 
nominate tus successor without the consyat of the 
Senate.

House, to the proper disiriuuton of its 
work, and to more conservative and 
economical jegisiation. Afier touching briefly on 
ove or twoot the minor changes proposed, he 
argued in support of tue disimbuctiva of 
the labors of the Appropriation Oommiittee. 
ii .ve provision was udopied taat co.nmilter would 
ve ieit with jurisdiciion over bils aggregating in 
amount over half ihe expeuditures of tue Uov- 
ernment, and it was believed by the 
ae on Rules that to give 
d.i t and proper attention to appropriation 
bus iuvelving suca an amouut of meney would 
require ali tee efforts, all the inuusiry and 
aii tke intelige:cs that could be found 
in any one commitiee of the House, 
It was claimed by the minority of the Committee 
on Rules that tais would lead to increased ex- 
penditures, It would only be so if the 
members who should constiiute otuer committees 
were less hotelligent, iess bonest. Jess vigilant, 
and .ess Capabie of performing (he duties that de- 
volved ou them than tne members of the Com.uittee 
vn Apprepriations, It was stated in the minority 
report that since the Agricuifural Appropriation 
bill bad beentransferred to the care of the 
Comm .ttee on Agricuture, the appropri .ticnus 
for the Agricuiturai Bureau had largely increaséd. 
This he accounted for by the fact that the cwuties 
and powers of that Bureau had largely in- 
creased, and he commented upon the fact 
that theugh the agr:cuitural interest was the most 
importan: in the cou.try. ihe last agricultura: ap- 
appropriation bill carried only one 
twelfth of the money whica had 
been - appropriatei to erect a puble buiid- 
ing in Pniiade phia to tax indus ry, and about tbe 
same amount (hat bad vewn giveo tora pub .c buiid- 
ing in an interior town, wurre one memver of tne 
Appropristion Committee res.ded. But this was not 
tne only bil in which apprupriations had been 
increased under the m.nagemeint of a Demvecratic 
Appropriat ons Committee. The expendiiures for 
tie Post Office Department had growu to $17,000,000 
since the Forty-third Congress. He did .ot com- 
pixin of it, ne did not say it had nov properly 
grown so, but only pointed to the fac: that t..e ap 
propriations would grow, and rgbuy grow, whetier 
made by tue Commit.ees on Appropriations or gome 
ot.er committee, lt was not a new 
tig for him to be in favor of a 
distribution of appropriation bills, He had 
voied to take away ihe agricultural appropriatiou 
vill from the Appropriatioas Committee ata tine 
wheo that committee was presided over 
by a warm friend, Mr. Atkens of 
Tennessee, to wnom the pubic owe, 
as much as to any other man, for tue diminished 
expenditures of Government. The minority report 
bad imirodjuced a rmumber of Senaturs as 
witnesses against the advisibility of a division 
of the appropriation bile. Taey pad been sum- 
moned to say that, in the House, 
the appropriation odiiis should be «kept 
together, in er that the expenditures 
might be reduced, aud in the Senate should be kept 
togei er. iu order that expeudiiure. might be larze- 
ly increased. He then passed on tv a cous deratioy 
of tue proposition to probibit tue incorporation of 
ene iegisiation in the appropriatiou bili 
eciariug that it wouid in 
the interest of considerate and 
8 y legisiation, and © answered 
the suggestion that the only way to get a decrease 
of expendidure through the Senate was to permit 
the Holman amendment to stand by, remarking 
that the Senate would wardly worry i:self about in. 
creasing appropriations which were made in iuter- 

est of Denivocrat.c officiais. 

Mr. Ra:dail of Pennsylvania said he had not in- 
tended to speak on the subject to-day, but some 
views had been :expressed oy the gevtieman from 
liiinocis (Mr. Morrison) -wnich he was  un- 
willmg to pass over without notice. He 
realized fuily his past relations to the Comm('ttee 
on Appopriations wouid seem to inuicate in the 
minds of some, that he was wedded toa pirticular 
control on the subject, but he was not sure that 
those who knew him best would give 
bin credit in this matter, of . acting 
from a proper sense of duty as it related to the 
public good. The genteman from Llwoiw had 
seen fit to allude to his views as expressed in the 
minority report. In that report there 
was not @ word which reflected on a human being. 
He had studious y, in and out cf this nal. en- 
deavored to discuss and argue the question from 
a higber level than an  individuai level. 
He had said. with deliberation, that tne tendency 
of a division of the work of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations was to increase 
the tong expenditures of t:.@ Government, 
and bellev he was in possession of 
facts wuich would substantiate what he said. He 
instanced the River and Harvor bill, and presented 
a table to snow that wiile § the bill 
had been in the possession of the 
Appropriajion Committee tue average 
aunual soe gy sodeng y~ for . internal improve- 
ments had been $7,390,000, and thattsince the 
bili hed ben confided io the Cou 
merce and {River and Harvor Comittee 
the averaxe anuual jappropriation bad juasped to 
$13 911,000, This statement, he thougut, would 
bear uim out 1D asserting tuata separation of the 
appropriation bills would largeiy increase éx~ 
peudilures. 

Mr. Randall sent to the clerk's desk and had read 
aneXtract from the annual message of Presi dent

THE GAS QUESTION. 

What the people of St. Louis want is a relia- 
ble assurance of cheaper gas, and they care not 
which company serves their purpose, 60 
they get the service they want. There is cer- 
tainly no ground for the exercise of mere 
favoritism as between the odious old monopoly 
and anew company which is probably an at- 
tachment of the much more potent but also 
odious Standard Oil manopoly, 

Ifthe Mayor has, as alleged, a binding prop- 
osition from the St. Louis Gas Company to be 
sent back to the Assembly with the vetoed 
Water Gas bill, and if that proposition is. in his 
judgment, a better one for thecity, it certainly 
is his duty to veto the Water Gas bill, because 
that is the only way of placing the two com- 
peting bids fairly before the Assembly so that 
it may choose between them. If he obtained 
this opportunity for the Assembly by promis- 
ing a veto of the Water Gas bil] in return for 
a better proposition, he bas certatnly made the 
best practical use of his veto power. 

It is generally understood that the St. Louis 
Company's proposition will, if accepted, bind 
it to charge not exceeding $1.50 for gas after 
January 1, 1886, provided the city will give 
that company a franchise to supply gas at 
$1 25 for twenty years after 1800. This twenty- 
year franchise is not to bean exclusive one, 
and will leave the city free to introduce com- 
petition at any time after 1800. but the propo- 
sition is also an absolute guarantee of gas 
immediately at $1 50, a saving of over §2,000,- 
000 to gas consumers during the remaining 
years of the old company’s monopoly franchise. 
This is much better than the mere promise of 
the Water Gas Company to give us cheaper gas 
some time before 1890 if the courts will permit, 
which it is reasonably certain they will not do, 
The choice between the two is simply a 
choice between $1.50 gas and $2.50 gas during 
the next five years for two-thirds of the city. 
And to obtain the $1.50 gas we give the St. 
Louis Company only a twenty year franchise 
at $1.25, with impending competition after 
1890, while for a thirty-year franchise of the 
same sort the Water Gas bill assures us no re- 
duction in the district south of Washington 
avenue for five years to come, 


THE FEROCIOUS FARMER. 

The Jefferson City thumb-paper that is con- 
ducted by Senator COCKRELL’s pap-fed broth- 
ers-in-law regretfully admits that ‘‘the feei ing 
which exists between the agricultural 
class of our citizens and railroad 
men is not as friendly as it should 
be.” It accuses the former of ‘waging war 
against the railroads in this State,” and says 
that ‘‘peopie will do almost anything to geta 
railroad. located in their neighborhood, and 
after it is located once, they turn around and 
fight it.” 

When, where or how the farmers have ever 
waged war against the railroads of this State 
we are notinformed. All they have done to 
incur the ill will of railroad nen was to utter a 
mild, feeble and unavailing protest occasionally 
against the gross, but unrestrained and unpun- 
ished violations of our Constitution and laws by 
the railroads. The farmers have cheerfully 
paid taxes to support Legislatures and courts 
and State officers whose principal occupation 
it has been to protect and promote the interests 
of railroad property. Was that waging war 
against the railroads? The farmers have sub- 
mitted with very littie grumbling to discrimi- 
nations and extortions as monstrous as they 
were lawless, and then, instead of turning 
around to fight the railroads, have turned 
around and electel, with a burrah, 
the candidates nominated for them 
by caucuses controlled by railroad attorneys. 
What could be more friendly or more submis- 
sive than that? To the railroad that has taken 
his coat the farmer has surrendered his cloak, 
also, and when smitten on one cheek by his 
railroad masters, he has meekly turned the 
other. Onee in a while, we admit, a farmer 
has dared to sue a railroad, but that is not 
waging war; it is only giving our Supreme 
Courts, State and National, a chance to show 
the farmer how much cheaper it is to settle 
with a railroad on its own terms than to trust 
to “the law's delay” for justice, All the prin- 
cipal railroads in this State were built with the 
people’s own money, and have been paid for 
many times over by their patronage, What 
more the farmer can do to mitigate the alleged 
ill-feeling of the railroad men towards him, or 
to satisfy the Jefferson City Tribune that he is 
not waging war against the rfilroads, we can- 
not imagine, 

What must the farmer of this State do to 
make the railroads entertain a friendly feeling 
towards him and to keep the Tribune from 
accusing him of fighting them?! How can he 
magnify their control over Missouri politics or 
their power of violating Missouri laws with 
impunity? There seems to be something more 
that the railroads want, and from the vrib- 
une’s overdrawn picture of their ill-treatment, 
we infer that they are getting ready to ask 
for it—the poor, persecuted victims of the ag- 
gressive and domineering farmer!

Stirring Tale of the Borgias, 


An Historical Novel of the Sixteenth 
Century in Italy—Picturesque De. 
soription-~The Posts, Princes, Paint- 
ers, Gravos and Poisoners of Four 
Hundred Years Ago.

ibe very name of Borgie suggests the magnifi- 
cent wickedness, shameful license, tu:nuits and in- 
trigues which have given to the Italy of the six- 
teenth century a romantic fascination intensified a 
hundred fold by the countless legends of tie time 
that have sprung up with suecessive generations of 
romancers. Butif Mr. Astor is happy in his selec- 
tion of the epoch of his historical romance he is 
equally to be congratulated upon his treatment of 
is. To readers of the old Italian romances, in which 
the history of this period is for the most part con- 
tained, there is little new in the scenes and incidents 
of Mr, Astor's story, but be bandiles his materia] 
with av historic realism that makes it surprisingly 
fresh reading. Vaientino was the name familiarly 
borne after 1498 by Cesare Borgia, the notorious 
son of Alexander VI. and Giulia Farnese, In that 
year be was the bearer of a bull from 
the Papal Court to Louis XiL of France, 
divorcing that monarch from his wife, 
Jeanne. The French King, asa mark of gratitude, 
conferred upon Cyesare Borgia the dukeiom of 
Valentinois. Itis more likely that the name Mr. 
Astor has chosen for his title is due to the fact 
that Cesare in his boyhood was Arenbishop of Vai 
encia, as has been suzgested. The prominence of 
this chief figure in the story before us is main- 
tained throu, hout, though it involves the mareha)- 
ling of,numerous other personages of scarcely jess 
interest. The author's success in evolvinga clear, 
connected and sustained parrative out of the 
tangied mass of material, the multiplicity of details 
and the frequentiy shifting scenes and complicated 
diplomatic iatrigues proper to the story, shows not 
only literary aptitude but industrious and careful 
research among arcbives that present no light dif- 
ficuities to a calm and conscientious judgment. 

The story opens with the mysterious escape of a 
prisouer from the Castie of St, Angelo, on the 
morning of tke day on which the embassy de- 
spatched from Ferrara tc bring home the bride of 
the Due Afonso had arrived in Rome. The bride 
is the famous Lucretia Borgia, «ister of Cesare, 
then in the height of her marvelous beauty.

Secretary Bayard’s Firm and Patriotic 
Attitude—The Diplomatic Corre=- 
spondence on the Question. 


The Aasociated Press dispatches from Washing- 
ton this morning give extracts from the correspond. 
ence between tne State Department and the 
Governments of Italy and Austria over the appoint- 
ment of A. M. Keiley as Miui-ter, first to Italy aid 
then to Austria. The obj ctionma of the Italian 
government based on Mr.Ke vey s well-known speech 
against the annexation of Rome were cut short by 
his resignation. The correspondence relating to 
bis eppo:ntmernt to Vienna is given as fo.lows: 


Opn May 4 Scretary Bayard informed Baron 
Schaeffer, tne Austrian Mi: ster at Washingtoa. 
that the President had appomted Mr. Keiley to 
succeed Mr Francs as Minister at Viena. 

Ov May 9, Baron Scha-ffer handed ‘o Mr. Bayard 
the foliow:ng transiation of a teie.ram from Count 
Kalnoxy to himself, dated May 8: 

“We regret the pom. nation of Mr. Kelley as Min- 
ister Pienipotentiary and Euvoy Extraordinary to 
the Imperial Court, and his sudden devoarture from 
America, as here, too, like in Kome, prevail 
ecruvies again® this choice.
